
Power chief steps down 


Tedesco keeps $770K 
salary until contract 
expires at year's end

Metro Halifax 

Nova Scotia's power utility an¬ 
nounced yesterday Ralph Tedesco 
will step down as president and CEO 
— but will keep his nearly $800,000 
salary until the end of the year. 
Tedesco will immediately become 


vice-chair of the Nova Scotia Power 
Inc. board of directors, a role with 
less responsibility, but he'll keep his 
president's salary until his contract 
runs out at the end of the year, he 
said in an interview yesterday. 

In 2007, he made $770,000. 

The utility won't say how much 
new president Rob Bennett, former 
executive vice-president of NSPI, 
will make. 

Tedesco has been president and 
CEO for five years. Rob Bennett, 
former executive vice-president of 


rate hike request 

Nova Scotia Power Inc. has re¬ 
cently been criticized for filing a 
request for a 12 per cent electric¬ 
ity rate hike starting in January, 
while the utility reported in¬ 
creased revenue of about $30 
million last quarter from the 
previous quarter. 


the utility, will take his place. 

A report by Kaiser Associates re¬ 
leased Monday reviewed the utility's 


executive salaries and stated NSPI 
executives earn about 41 per cent 
more than those at comparable util¬ 
ities in other parts of the country. 

Tedesco said the timing is a coin¬ 
cidence, and the release of executive 
salary information is not connected 
to his decision to step down. 

Bennett said his salary will be 
published as part of the normal 
processes of the company. 

"I think I'll leave discussions 
about that until it comes out through 
the appropriate channels," he said. 


Tedesco said the change was a 
planned leadership transition. 

He said he requested the change 
himself several months ago, and is 
looking forward to spending more 
time with his family and especially 
his seven-month-old granddaugh¬ 
ter. 

Bennett said he's excited about 
his new job and the opportunity to 
continue working on expanding 
renewable energy generation in 
the province.

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Six eye convention centre deal 


But province not 
yet committed to 
project: Official

Six developers have submit¬ 
ted proposals to construct a 
new World Trade and Con¬ 
vention Centre for downtown 
Halifax. 

The deadline for the city 
and the 

province's ex¬ 
pression of inter¬ 
est request 
recently passed 
and six propo¬ 
nents have made 
presentations, 
provincial 
spokesman Tom 
Peck said. 

"It's an oppor¬ 
tunity to see if a 
new convention centre 
makes sense, but there's no 
commitment. We're just ex¬ 
ploring the possibilities," Peck 
said. 


An evaluation team, com¬ 
prised of city and provincial 
representatives, will be 
short-listing the proposals 
over the next few months 
and then possibly asking 
some for more detail. 

One of the proponents, The 
Hardman Group Limited, 
sent out a press release yes¬ 
terday saying it submitted a 
proposal to redevelop the 
Cogswell interchange as the 
optimal spot for the city's 
new, larger World 
Trade and Con¬ 
vention Centre. 

Hardman 
Group executive 
vice-president 
Colin Whitcomb 
said the conven¬ 
tion centre would 
connect to the 
pedways, parking 
and hotels, and 
also be a gateway 
to the downtown. 

"Vehicles and people com¬ 
ing into the city (would) see 
this new convention centre. 
It will be the first thing that 



greets you," he said. 

Whitcomb said Hilton 
Hotel is on board to open a 
new full-service hotel at the 
site. The group also wants to 
create a new street network 
of sidewalks, residential and 
green spaces. 

He said a big project like a 
new convention centre is 
needed to justify getting rid of 
the interchange, a recom¬ 
mendation of HRM By De¬ 
sign. 

"We think there needs to be 
some motivating factor," 
Whitcomb said. "Developing 
the convention centre at this 
location is the motivation to 
get rid of the interchange."

Soldier’s quote 
wrongly attributed 

FALLEN Capt. Jonathan Sny¬ 
der, a Canadian soldier who 
died in Afghanistan June 7, 
had served in Afghanistan in 
2006 for eight months as a 
platoon commander from 1st 
Battalion, Princess Patricia 
Canadian Light Infantry, 
based out of Edmonton. He 
returned home and took up 
staff duties in Edmonton. He 
was deployed to the UAE for 
five months in 2007 and 
began his second deployment 
to Afghanistan in February 
2008. He served as a mentor, 
training members of the 
fledgling Afghanistan Na¬ 
tional Army. He was due to 
return at the end of Septem¬ 
ber. A quote in Metro's story 
about Snyder's mother, Anne 
Snyder, was incorrectly at¬ 
tributed to her and should 
have been attributed to Sny¬ 
der himself. He said he "could 
go at any time" after his first 
deployment to Afghanistan.

No surprises in 
report on fatal 
blaze: Navy official

Sailors from the Chicoutimi 
learned last night just how 
toxic the smoke was from 
the fire that claimed the life 
of their comrade in 2004. 

A briefing was held at 
CFB Halifax for the 55- 
member crew and their 
families to discuss the find¬ 
ings of a report that recre¬ 
ated the fire and broke 
down the toxicity. The 


meeting was also to connect 
sailors with medical re¬ 
sources and discuss claims 
with Veterans' Affairs. 

Several sailors came for¬ 
ward with health concerns, 
specifically respiratory 
problems, in the months 
after the fire that killed Lt. 
Chris Saunders. 

"There were no sur¬ 
prises," said navy 
spokesman Cmdr. Greg 
Agnew referring to the tox¬ 
icity report, which was not 
released to the media yes¬ 
terday. 

"The smoke as a result of 
the fire was very toxic and 
very dangerous," he said.

"There's nothing unusual 
that was discovered." 

So far, this post-traumatic 
situation has followed the 
same pattern as when fire¬ 
fighters are exposed to toxic 
smoke, Agnew said. 

"The issue has shown up 
early and those sailors are 
being treated," he added. 


It seemed normal, but the 
navy wanted to make sure 
there weren't any surprises 
and ordered this compli¬ 
cated analysis. 

Eric Lerhe, a retired com¬ 
modore, said there's been a 
long-standing concern 
about the smoke content al¬ 
most from the moment of 
the disaster. This is an en¬ 
tirely unique event, he said. 

"I was in command in 
ships and of the West Coast 
Fleet and I can't remember 
anything with which we 
had to take such care to 
brief the ship's crew on the 
health issues."

Some residents 
may need to tear 
down houses

A new, tragic scenario is be¬ 
ginning to unfold in the after- 
math of HRM's massive 
brush fire this week — 
houses that are uninhabitable 
because of water, smoke and 
soot damage. 

"Those issues are not as cut 
and dried in terms of do they 
need to tear the whole house 
down or not," said Mineville 
Community Association pres¬ 
ident Kevin Murphy. 

About 10 houses have sus¬ 
tained serious damage in the 
Mineville area alone, Murphy 
said. 

At a community group 
gathering Tuesday evening, 
Murphy said dozens of people 
gathered and shared their 
grief and sorrow over the 
losses the community has 


faced in the wake of the fire 
that ravaged over 1,900 
hectares of land around the 
Porter's Lake/Lake Echo area. 

The group offered its sup¬ 
port to Clive Jones and his 


family, one of two living on 
Candy Mountain Road whose 
homes were completely de¬ 
stroyed by the blaze. 

But a number of new prob¬ 
lems related to water and 


smoke emerged. 

"For those families, per¬ 
haps they're going to face an 
even longer road than those 
that totally lost everything," 
Murphy said. 


Insurance companies are 
known to drag out claims 
dealing with water and 
smoke damage, he said.

The world of competitive 
unicycling is fierce indeed.

Ed Lorraine, a former Nova 
Scotia Liberal cabinet minis¬ 
ter and cattle farmer, died 
yesterday at the age of 80. 

"He was a great guy who 
helped a lot of people and I 
was able to see the result of 
the people he helped," said 
Jim Lorraine, Ed's son. "I 
don't think he had any re¬ 
grets. He did what he wanted 
to do and had a passion to 
help people ... he was a rare 
breed." 

Jim remembers, as a young¬ 
ster, witnessing his father lend¬ 
ing a helping hand to a family 
in the middle of the night. 

"It was 2 a.m. and -35 de¬ 
grees in February. A man 
called and said him, his wife 
and three-month-old child had 
no money for heat," he re¬ 
called, adding his dad paid for 
the oil and had it delivered to 
the family. "He never met them 
before and it didn't matter they 
were not in his political area." 

In addition to Ed's fierce 
devotion to providing assis¬ 
tance in any situation he 
could, he was also known for 
his colourful comments and 
telling it like it was. 

Mike Smith, mayor of 
Colchester County, said, "Ed 
Lorraine was the man who 
got me into politics (17 years

Midwives 
to start at 
3 locations 


IWK one of health 
centres to begin 
childbirth option

Midwives have been around 
for thousands of years, and 
now they'll become part of 
the delivery team at the IWK 
Health Cen¬ 
tre. 

Yesterday, 
the Health De¬ 
partment an¬ 
nounced it 
will be in¬ 
stalling seven 
midwives at 
three loca¬ 
tions including the IWK, 
which is responsible for about 
half the province's deliveries. 
Legislation passed two years 
ago to license midwives. 

"Now that the legislation 
has passed, legally they can be 
part of a care team within the 
institution, just like a nurse can 
or a physician," said Ann Mc¬ 
Cabe, director of women's and 
newborn health at the IWK. 

Kelly Chisholm is one of 
around a dozen Nova Scotian 
midwives and she said it 
feels great to be included. 

"Not working within the 
system is isolating and re¬ 
strictive and we're not work¬ 


ing to our full scope," she said. 

Nova Scotia has taken its 
time with midwives consid¬ 
ering Ontario legislated them 
around 15 years ago. 

"Like most things in 
Canada, they seem to trickle 
down to the Atlantic 
provinces a little later, so I'm 
not that surprised it's taken 
as long as it has." 

There's no doubt a midwife 
brings some¬ 
thing different 
to the delivery 
room than an 
obstetrician. 
Chisholm said 
it's all about 
their philoso¬ 
phy. 

"Midwives 
offer an approach to child¬ 
birth that sees it as a normal 
life event so that we don't look 
at pregnancy and birth and 
immediately see the risk." 

McCabe said midwives will 
offer pregnant women some¬ 
one who will see them through 
the whole process and offer a 
low-intervention birth. 

Besides the IWK, midwives 
will work in the Gusysbor- 
ough Antigonish Strait Health 
Authority and the South Shore 
District Health Authority as 
the province works to "phase- 
in" midwives into hospitals 
throughout the province.

Bush said opening federal 
lands off the U.S. coast — 
where oil drilling has been 
banned by both a presidential 
executive order and a con¬ 
gressional moratorium — 
could yield about 18 billion 
barrels of oil. 

The short-term impact on 
oil prices is open to debate. 
The prospect of more energy 
supply down the road could

Three charged in death 
of Russian journalist 


Reporter had 
been critical of 
Chechen campaign 

Russian prosecutors yester¬ 
day charged three men with 
a role in the killing of jour¬ 
nalist Anna Politkovskaya 
who was critical of the Krem¬ 
lin's rights record in Chech¬ 
nya, but her newspaper's 
editor said he did not believe 
the crime was solved. 

A gunman shot 
Politkovskaya in her central 
Moscow apartment block in 
October 2006, a murder 


which shocked the West but 
barely resonated in Russia 
outside a small band of intel¬ 
ligentsia who read her re¬ 
ports in the newspaper. 

"Three figures are accused 
in the murder of the journal¬ 
ist," the Russian Prosecutor- 
General's office said in a 
statement. 

A staunch Kremlin critic, 
Politkovskaya was well 
known in the West for her 
campaigning human rights 
reporting in Chechnya, 
where Russian forces had 
fought rebels in two wars 
since 1994. reuters 



Kandahar battle grows 


NATO, Afghan 
forces kill dozens 
of Taliban soldiers 

Helicopter gunships and 
troops blasted a valley in 
southern Afghanistan yes¬ 
terday in a huge offensive by 
NATO and local forces 
against Taliban insurgents, 
many of whom broke out of 
jail last week. 

The defence ministry in 
Kabul said dozens of Taliban 
including foreign militants, 
were killed in a NATO air 
strike and two Afghan army 
officers also died in the op¬ 
eration, in Arghandab dis¬ 
trict outside Kandahar city. 

Meanwhile some 800 
Afghan government troops, 
backed by hundreds of 
mainly Canadian NATO sol¬ 
diers, are fighting 200 to 400 
Taliban insurgents who 
seized seven villages in the 
Arghandab district, just 
northwest of Kandahar, the 
regional base for NATO 
troops.

It is less than a week since 
the Taliban freed some 1,000 
prisoners, including more 
than 300 of their comrades, 
from a jail in the city after a 
suicide truck bomber 
rammed the main gate.

future," Canadian Maj.-Gen.

Tiger caged till 2009 


Golf superstar to have 
season-ending surgery 

Tiger Woods will have reconstructive 
surgery on his left knee that will side¬ 
line him for the rest of the 2008 season, 
the world No. 1 said yesterday. 

The 32-year-old defied jabbing pain 
all week before clinching his 14th major 
title at the U.S. Open on Monday, win¬ 
ning a 19-hole playoff against compa¬ 
triot Rocco Mediate. 

It was his first tournament in two 
months since having surgery to clean 
out cartilage in the knee two days after 
he played the Masters in mid-April. 

Woods outlined that he would have 
reconstructive surgery on his anterior 
cruciate ligament, which he tore 11 
months ago after last year's British Open 
at Carnoustie. 

He also said he would require time off 
to rehabilitate a double stress fracture of 
his left tibia that was found last month 
and attributed to his intense rehabilita¬ 
tion and preparation for the U.S. Open 
at Torrey Pines in San Diego. 

"I know much was made of my knee 
throughout the last week, and it was im¬ 
portant to me that I disclose my condi¬ 
tion publicly at an appropriate time," 
Woods said in a statement on his official 
website. 

"I wanted to be very respectful of the 
USGA (United States Golf Association) 
and their incredibly hard work, and 
make sure the focus was on the U.S.

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Swan back into draft 


Mooseheads forward 
downplays decision

Many prospects spend the NHL 
entry draft on the edge of their seats, 
biting their nails hoping they'll be 
picked. 

Halifax Mooseheads forward 
Bryce Swan won't be one of them — 
he's not concerned one way or the 
other. 

The 20-year-old from Alder Point 
has already been drafted once — 
38th overall by the Anaheim Ducks 
—- and is re-entering the draft after 
turning down the team's contract 
offer. 

"Even if I don't get drafted, if there 
are a few teams interested, I can 
handpick the best situation for me," 
said Swan, who becomes an unre¬ 
stricted free agent if he's not selected. 

"That's something we're kind of 
hoping for, too." 

By his own admission, Swan had a 
mediocre over-age season in Halifax. 


His production slipped from 35 goals 
to 25 goals, and at times, he was used 
as a fourth-line centre. 

"Offensively, it definitely wasn't 
what I wanted," Swan said. "Coming 
off a 35-goal campaign in my 19- 
year-old year, a lot of people expected

me to have a bigger year, and I didn't. 
I can't blame anybody but myself for 
that." 

That resulted in a three-year con¬ 
tract offer from the Ducks that Swan 
said "wasn't where I wanted it to be." 
He had been offered a more lucrative 
deal the previous summer. 

Swan and agent Tim Cranston 
turned their backs on the Ducks, not 
only unhappy with the offer but also 
concerned Swan might get buried on 
a deep team with tremendous youth. 

"They hinted to me it would be 
tough to get a shot," Swan said. 

The 6-foot-3, 198-pound forward 
did himself a favour with a strong 


playoff run. He was arguably Hali¬ 
fax's top forward, potting 11 goals in 
13 games—one fewer than the fran¬ 
chise playoff record — and led the 
way with his grit and spirit. 

He feels he has a lot to offer an 
NHL team. 

"I know I'm never going to be a 50- 
goal scorer in the NHL, if I ever make 
it that far," he said. "I'd like to be a 
Ryan Smyth type who goes into the 
dirty areas and gets the job done." 

Swan attended the 2006 draft in 
Vancouver when he was one of a 
record seven Nova Scotians selected, 
but isn't headed to Ottawa this week¬ 
end. He plans to attend Saturday's 
mixed martial arts show at the Dart¬ 
mouth Sportsplex. 

"I'll be at the cage fights," he said. 
"I'll go out, have a good night, and 
hopefully everything works out." 

Other Mooseheads eligible for the 
draft are forwards Tomas Knotek 
(ranked 180th by Central Scouting) 
and Eric Louis-Seize (ranked 182nd). 
Eskasoni's Ashton Bernard, a for¬ 
ward with the Shawinigan 
Cataractes, is ranked 206th.

Grass still perennial favourite 



A well-maintained lawn not only looks great, but serves as a 
buffer for hot temperatures and prevents soil erosion. 


G rass is not the only 
choice for your 
lawn these days, 
but the design team still 
believes nothing beats the 
sensuous experience of 
thick, healthy lawn against 
newly bare feet. Ahhhh! 

Grass remains a peren¬ 
nial favourite with many 
folks, and why not? When 
it’s well maintained, it 
looks green and lush, it fil¬ 
ters pollution, it buffers 
hot temperatures, it ab¬ 
sorbs water and it prevents 
soil erosion. 

But poorly maintained 
grass can be an eyesore, 
looking patchy, worn, or 
dried out to a crisp. It cer¬ 
tainly does not have a 
thick, healthy look. In fact, 
poorly maintained grass 
adds an air of neglect, 
which is a design crime. 

Luckily, you can have a 
healthy lawn without 
using pesticides. As is often 
the case, preparation is 
paramount. First of all, 
make sure you have a good 
spot for a lawn — it should 
be even ground with a gen¬ 
tle slope for drainage. 

There should be no low 
spots since these will be-

come waterlogged puddles 
after it rains. 

Ideally, the soil should 
be deep (4 to 8 inches of 
topsoil), fertile, and loamy, 
meaning that it is a well- 
aerated mixture of sandy 
soil and organic matter. 
Soil with a lot of clay in it 
is a difficult medium for 
grass or any other plant 
(with the exception of 
weeds). It must be mixed 
with organic matter to 
loosen it up so that air and 
water can get through. 

A lawn should enjoy a 
minimum of six hours of 
sunshine per day. 

Most grass will tolerate 
only moderate foot traffic 
— look to your local school- 
yard to see the effect on 
grass of too many little 
feet. 

Check for pre-existing 


pests — insects, diseases 
and weeds. If you are sow¬ 
ing new grass, these must 
be removed, or they will re¬ 
turn to haunt you. In an 
existing lawn, periodically 
pulling weeds seems to be 
a necessary evil. And re¬ 
member that a couple of 
dandelions are not a huge 
problem — you just want to 
keep them from proliferat¬ 
ing all over your lawn. 

If the conditions are not 
ideal, you can try changing 
your seeds. For example, 


Kentucky bluegrass likes 
lots of sunlight, especially 
morning sun. Fine fescues 
are shade tolerant and rye¬ 
grass has a good tolerance 
to wear. But, if you have a 
serious problem area — too 
much shade, for example, 
you may have to plant 
other species, such as a bed 
of hostas, which do well in 
the shade. 

When it’s dry, mow high 
— 2.5 to 3 inches, and make 
sure your mower blades 
are sharp to avoid damag¬ 


ing grass. (If you’ve got a 
small lawn, consider a 
push mower.) In summer, 
when growth is not so fast, 
you can leave clippings on 
the grass after mowing. 
Clippings over .5 cm will 
smother your lawn, so you 
should rake it. 

Watering should be done 
deeply and infrequently. 
Use a container on your 
lawn to measure how 
much water you’ve used- 
water at least 1 inch of 
water, and do it only when 
conditions are dry, not on 
a scheduled basis. Too 
much water can lead to 
poor growing conditions 
and disease. The best wa¬ 
tering time is morning. 

Any existing lawn will 
benefit from a thin layer of 
compost mixed with soil 
raked over it. In late sum¬ 
mer, spreading grass seed 
(overseeding) with a top¬ 
dressing of compost will 
work wonders. Aerating 
soil, or poking holes in the 
lawn to increase space for 
water and air is beneficial. 

Finally, if your lawn is 
older and has a layer of 
thatch (dead grass and 
roots at the base) that is 


more than a half-inch 
thick, you must “dethatch” 
it. 

Do this by using a heavy 
rake to clean out the thatch 
layer — it can prevent water, 
air and nutrients from get¬ 
ting to the roots, and it can 
also provide cover for in¬ 
sects and diseases.

Spring’s fresh face 


True Italian country cooking 


Recognized by its large, 
green elephant ear-like 
leaves and long stalks, 
rhubarb is often called the 
harbinger of spring, as it is 
the earliest vegetable — 
along with asparagus — to 
push its way out of the 
ground. Depending on re¬ 
gion and climate, stalks of 
fresh, field-grown rhubarb 
can be found from May 
through to July. Rhubarb’s 
rather intriguing personality 
— tart yet easily dominated 
by other flavours — is why it 
works in both sweet and 
savoury dishes. Rhubarb can 
makes tasty relishes, chut- 
neys and sauces to serve 
with chicken or pork. 

Rhubarb and Strawberry 
Bread Pudding 

If your garden or local market 
has fresh rhubarb, here is a 
recipe to try. Bread cubes should 
be slightly dried out. Lay out in 
single layer on baking sheet to 
dry slightly. 

INGREDIENTS: 

3 cups (750 mL) chopped 
rhubarb (1/2-incb/l cm 
pieces) 

1/2 cup (125 mL) strawberry 
or raspberry jam

Perfect in its simplicity, osso buco 
is true Italian country cooking.

ing is called gremolata, a mixture 
that always has lemon, garlic and 
parsley in it. Some cooks add an¬ 
chovies, too. It's quickly minced 
with a mezzaluna, a two-handled 
rounded knife that's becoming 
more widely available in Canada. 

INGREDIENTS: 

6 veal shanks (about 3 lb/1.5 
kg) 

All-purpose flour, for dredg¬ 
ing 

2 tbsp (30 mL) canola oil 

3 cups (750 mL) dry white 
wine 

1 V 2 tsp (7 mL) salt 
1 tbsp (15 mL) tomato paste 

GREMOLATA: 

1 lemon 

V 2 cup (125 mL) chopped 
fresh parsley 

2 or 3 cloves garlic

in preheated 350°F (180°C) 
oven for 45 to 50 minutes or 
until puffed and golden on 
top. Serve warm. 

Rhubarb Tips: 

• Selection: Choose firm 
stalks that are fresh and 
crisp. If plucking from your 


backyard, twist off stalks 
rather than cutting. Pick 
slender stalks, one stalk 
should yield about V 2 cup 
(125 mL) chopped and avoid 
eating the leaves as they 
contain a potential toxin 
called oxalic acid. 


Wrap rhubarb in damp 
paper towels to keep the 
stalks moist, and place in a 
plastic bag in the refrigera¬ 
tor for a few days. For longer 
storage, rhubarb is a breeze 
to freeze; just chop it into 
pieces and place in airtight 
freezer bags. Thaw com¬ 
pletely and drain well before 
cooking. 

• Preparation: Wash 

rhubarb, then slice or dice 
according to recipe. One 
pound (500 g) raw rhubarb 
yields about 3 cups (750 mL) 
sliced fruit. If overly mature, 
it may need to have its fi¬ 
brous strings removed. 
Rhubarb browns naturally 
when cooked, but avoid alu¬ 
minum or cast-iron pans or 
it will darken considerably. 
While quite fibrous, rhubarb 
is also 95 per cent water, so 
it cooks down to a sauce-like 
consistency within 10 min¬ 
utes of cooking. It tastes 
sweeter once cooked, so add 
a minimum of sugar before 
cooking, then add more to 
taste after cooking. A 
squeeze of fresh lemon also 
brings out its flavour.

’stewing rhubarb', i.e. cook¬ 
ing rhubarb with sugar and a 
small amount of water in a 
saucepan or microwave until 
it becomes a sauce, an inter¬ 
esting way to cook rhubarb is 
to ’roast' it. 

Toss 3 cups (1 L) chopped 
rhubarb with 1/3 cup (75 mL) 
brown sugar and place in a 
shallow parchment-paper 
lined baking pan. Roast at 
350°F (180°C) for 10 minutes 
or until tender. This intensi¬ 
fies the flavour and preserves 
the colour — nice to add to 
your morning yogurt or ce¬ 
real.

parsley and garlic. About 15 
minutes before serving, 
sprinkle the gremolata over 
the veal. Cover and heat thor¬ 
oughly. 

Transfer the shanks and 
the sauce that has formed to 
a wide serving bowl. Serve 
with warm crusty bread onto 
which diners can spread the 
marrow.

Art Gallery of 
Nova Scotia unveils 
new addition

A modern-day Halifax audi¬ 
ence is getting the chance to 
see an image from the 
province's past 

"It proclaims Nova Scotia's 
supremacy in Canada," said 
Diane O'Neill, associate cura¬ 
tor of historical prints and 
drawings at the Art Gallery 
of Nova Scotia. 

She was on hand yester¬ 
day for the unveiling of a 
new addition to the gallery, 
an 18th century painting of 
Annapolis Royal attributed to 
artist Samuel Scott. 

The painting shows British 
vessels anchored in Annapo¬ 
lis Royal circa 1751. The 
community is one of the old¬ 
est continuously occupied 
European settlements in 
North America — tracing its 
roots back to Samuel de 
Champlain. 


"Even thought this paint¬ 
ing portrays Annapolis Royal 
in 1751, the subtext behind it 
is Champlain's original 
French settlement and the 
Scottish settlement," said 
O'Neill. 

The painting was pur¬ 
chased with funds provided 
by the AGNS' honourary gov¬ 
ernor, Farhad Vladi, and by 
Guenter Thiel, and with a 
grant from the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment. O'Neill was noti¬ 
fied the painting was going to 
be auctioned off by 
Sotheby's, which knew the 
gallery would be interested 
in acquiring the work.
